Varsity to Kill ' 
Student Council 



Toronto; February 3.— (CUP)— 
Four briefs were presented yester- 
day at the University of Toronto 
to the Public Hearing Constitution 
of the Student's Administrative 
Council calling for .the end of the 
SAC, its place . to be taken by stu- 
dent, legislaation. 

They, advocated the suspension 
of the Student's Disciplinary Court, 
by which' all misdemeanours at the 
university arc Judged at this time. 
The Faculty of the University of 
Toronto is also^rcpresentcd on the 
SAC, and the briefs recommended 
that they be barred from student 
government. Under the present 
system the heads of the various 
Faculty organizations automatically 
become members of the Council. 

These briefs were presented by 
organizations which represent over 
two hundred students. 

Although these briefs call for.the 
end of the Student's Administra- 
tive Council, they, have to be ap- 
proved by the present Council be- 
fore becoming effective.

It' was officially announced 
lost night that 'Vic Obcck, for- 
mer American professional foot- 
ball player and assistant coach 
nt Columbia University, will be 
the . man to head the McGill 
football board of strategy, 8ue> 
cccding Doug "Pop" Kerr. The 
announcement, which emanated 
from - the Office of Princpa) F. 
Cyril James, substantiated pre- 
vious reports which had been 
floating around campus athletic 
circles. 

According to the statement re- 
leased, Obeck, a former member of 
the mythical "LitUe" Ail-American 
squad was the unanimous first 
choice, of the nine man committee 
made up of graduates, undergradu- 
ates, and -faculty members which 
had been appointed in December 
to look into the problem of find- 
ing someone to take over the helm 
of the Red and White grid ship. 
The committee held eight meetings 
and , reviewed a list of forty-on« 
'çtm^iteter asVpreludet^^^ 
ihelr décision. , Obeck - was' invited 
to Montreal for a personal inter- 
view before the appointment was 
confirmed.

Fieldhouse 
Views Peace 
r or Germany 

"Europe : Is the . loser of the last 
war', not Germany," declared Pro- 
cessor Fieldhouse, Kingsford Pro- 
fessor of History, last night. In an 
oddress to the International Rela- 
tions...Club.-He' stated that it was 
going- to be fatally easy to produce 
^a situation in which European coun- 
tries would- not feel that Germany 
has been reduced. 

Discussing the . big three, Prot 
Fieldhouse declared that the - 'now 
big three' came into existence and 
survived only because of their re- 
moteness to the field of conflict He 
said that the . big countries only 
came' to the -aid-'Ot; (her smaller 
European countries* after Germany 
had defeated ' tHeni': ' These Eu- 
ropean countries before the war, 
not being able to 'stand up to Ger- 
many, turned to the larger powers, 
only to find Russia with an alliance 
with' Germany, America . trying to 
legislate 'herself out of' war, - and 
Britain dis-armed. ' 

"Tbt European 'treaties," he said, 
"are being made by powers that 
are not in Europe actually". Ha 
viewed various desires of the big 
powers and predicted that within a* 
few. years Russia, through their af« 
fain:In Prussia, '.wlU\^ have again 
divided Poland* ' Discussing possi- 
bilities of a successful peace, he 
listed several plans, among which 
first, that if Russia and America 
would organize Germany without 
dominating it, it would leave the 
possibilities up ;. to Germany , to co« 
operate,- and ^ another . plan, that 
Britain should -be masters in their, 
own. house, like' Rtissia, and work 
for a European policy.

However, this year, the influx of talent from 
among the veterans has serVcd to extend the 
possibilities with the "result that a top-flight 
Revue is on the •^•fty. The cast has been it) re- 
. hearsal for the psït few months. The innumer- 
able helper? have prepared the Fcertery and the 
costumes and the myriad minor items which 
must be included to make any show a success. 
Now the players and the stagehands move to 
Moyse Hall and prepare to present the Ifttest 
edition of the famed extravaganza tonight and 
through the week. 

Everj' effort has been mftde by the producer, 
Eugene Jouese, and by his aides-de-camp to give 
McGill a RevUe of which it c«n well be proud. 
Every effort, that ii, which they cap njake. 
The rest is up to us. No show can be a success 
unless the atidience is appreciative and as en- 
thusiailtic as the participants: So let's see the 
show and help mske it a top-flight success.

Mario fierini, the brilliant tenor 
of the New York Metropolitan 
Opera delighted . Friday night's 
Montreal audience at his concert at 
the Royal Victoria College by his 
charming stage 'personality, the 
choice of his selections, but, most of 
aU by his singing. 

The programnie opened, with a 
group of songs in Engllnh, among 
which were Handel's "Where'ere 
you walk" and "Sound an Alarm" 
from "Judas Maccabeuif", the lat 
ter being performed very well by 
John Newmark at the piano, as 
well, of course, as Mr. BerinI him 
self. There followed then a group 
of fourrOerman songi.by Schubert 
at)A Strains' and -'Ch'e gclida man 
Ina" from the opera ' La Bohême." 

The aria "La fleur que tu m'avais 
jetée" from "Carmen" was the most 
appealing selection of a group of 
Frencli songs, and was rendered by 
the tenor w}th his customary pleas* 
ing expression of voice. Other 
selections In this group were Mas- 
senet's "Elegle," and "Le Reve" 
from "Manon" and Koechlln's "Le 
The." 

The last group of songs on the 
programme consisted of the tradi- 
tional "Londonderry Air" and 'The 
Rovin' Gambler" by. Nlles, both of 
which were received enthuslastical* 
ly by the audience.. To close the 
program Mr. Berint chose Vittoria 
Giannini's "Toll me oh blue, blue 
sky" and "Song of Love", the melo- 
dy of which WBS written by Strauss. 

After both the first and the last 
half of the performance there was 
great applause, enough to demand 
encores. Mario BerinI sang a total 
of nine encores durlngi and at thé 
end of the recital, the best of which 
was the famous .'Song of the plains' 
which the tenor sang in' Russian. 
From the point of view o( the audi- 
ence, Mario Berini's interpretations 
of the many and varied selections 
he sang, his appealing stage per- 
sonality, .as well as the brilliant 
piano accompànyment of John 
Newmark, made the recital a com- 
plete success.

CHAMBER MUSIC 



Last Friday evening , at the Her> 
milage, the seventh, eighth and 

ninth Concertos by Handel opened 
the fifth concert in the Montreal 
Festivals Chamber 'Music Series. In ' 
place of the usual Bach Suite, the 
Concerto No. 8 by Vivaldi and a 
Concertino in F by Pergolesl were 
introduced in the second half /of 
the program. The group of string 
players and soloists were as usual 
under the direction of Alexander 
Brott. 

The three Handel concertos were 
ptrformtd on the ssmt high plane 
of artltltle integrity snd forthright 
approach. Tht playing was partj- 
euiarly good In the eighth concerto. 

It might possibly be asserted that 
Handel and Bach wrote concertos 
sUeh as t|tese for ■ many reasons 
other than out of pure creative 
necessity. Espteialiy is this ap- 
psrent when listening to the form 
as developed from Corelll by the 
early Italian master, Vivaldi. . In 
his Concerto No. 8, presented last 
night' there seemed to be a truer 
Inherent feeling revealed In the 
massive tonàl effects; the vitality 
and strength of the Allegros and 
the elelslered myiticlim of the 
Larghetto. While there Is certainty 
not tht variety and dash of a full 
modem orchestra, there a^e msny 
subtle- color contrasts effected be- 
tween the iolo group and the main 
body of strings. These were all 
well brought out by. (he solo per- 
(ormers. Lionel Renaud, Mildred 
Goedmsp Marcus, Lotte .Brott and 
Doris Klllsm. 

The novel harmonies, delicacy 

and melodic charm e( thst rare 

genius, Periolest (who died si 2S), 

were (sKhfuliy Intirpreted by Mr.

LPP, CCF'ers 
Hold Debate 
On Socialism 



A debate was held last night in 
the Union Ballroom between the 
L.P.P. and the C.C.F. Clubs at eight 
o'clock. The subject was "Resolved 
that the 'dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat is necessary in order to. achieve 
socialism". The speakers for the 
L.P.P. were Jon Switzman and Nor- 
man Ncremberg, while those for, the 
C.C.F. were John Wolfe and Michael 
Oliver. 

- M. R. Neremberg stated that there 
are a variety of types of states — 
all dictatorships of the bourgeoisie, 
and that there Is no freedom under 
capitalists. Dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat will come first by socialism 
than by Communism, he continued; 
but even Conununism is not a pe- 
rennial forni of government. 
' ^The first speaker for the C,CS„ 
John Wolfe, said that the questions 
were "How are we going to Im- 
prove socialism? and, Docs the 
world move towards' socialism?" 
He declared that fascism, not so- 
cialism, was the result of the' last 
depression,: 'because the working 
class : il ''weakened < byi;,'dcprewlon, 
arid so can be easily Intlwinced. He 
further stated that the Communists 
had never ytï created a revolution, 
but had only taken over govern- 
ments which had collapsed. He said 
that the democratic process was the 
only way Mo acquire socialism. 
Jon Switànan then ' took' the 



floor to 'refute several of the pre- 
vious speaker's points. He said 
that the- bourgeois would always 
prevent progress— although this 
was against the facts that history 
gives us. ■ V ' 

Mr. Oliver supported his partner 
in his arguments in saying that no 
ruling class willingly gives up Its 
power. He closed his argument 
stating that the democratic govern- 
ments of the Western Hemisphere 
arc the only way to socialism. 

A lively discussion period fol- 
lowed the debate, with the aud- 
ience contributing many Ihought- 
provoklng questions.
